Ladies Resent Qaeen'a Request That 


Xo Imported Co»tnme» Be 'Worn. 
V*»e of Jeweled Coronet* Restricted. 
Robe* to Be Worn Over Fall Court 
Dress—Edward's Attire. 
London aristocrats are feeling gloomy 


over the Duke of Norfolk's supplement 
to the London Gazette, in which as 
earl marshal of England he gives de- 
tailed regulations concerning robes and 
coronets to be worn by peers and peer- 
esses at the approaching coronation, 
writes the special correspondent of the 
Chicago News. The disappointment is 
chiefly among the fair sex. They are 
not to be allowed all the furbelows and 
tinsel which to feminine minds form 
the sine qua uon of such important 
ceremonials. 


To begin with. Queen Alexandra's 


request that all coronation gowns 
should be made of English goods and 
by English couturieres has had any- 
thing but an enthusiastic reception. 
Heretofore the white satin dresses ami 
ruby velvet robes have come from 
France, and Dame Fashion stubbornly 
refuses to be satisfied with the home 
supply. It has just leaked out that the 
wives of three prominent diplomats 
have secretly passed in their orders to 
a Rue de la Paix firm, and it is more 
than probable that many other gowns 
signed by French houses will find their 
way into the royal cortege. 


Another cause for pouting lips is the 


regulation that peeresses must wear 
their robes over the usual full court 
dress instead of over the white satin 
toilets elaborately trimmed with gold 
laces and embroideries which were de 
rigueur in former days. 
One thing 


alone remains unchanged, and that is 
the robe. As in George IV.'s time, it 
will be of ruby velvet, the cape furred 
•with miniver pure and bordered with 
rows of ermine, the number of the lat- 
ter varying according to rank. The 
duchesses may show four rows, the 
marchionesses three and a half, count- 
esses three, viscountesses two and a 
half, while the baronesses will have to 
be content with two. 


An innovation, this time in gentle- 


men's attire, which will detract not a 
little from the gorgeousness and pomp 
of the spectacle, is the fact that peers 
are ordered to wear their robes over 
full court dress, uniforms or regimen- 
tals. At all previous coronations they 
were worn' over white satin doublets 
and trunks and white silk hose. But 
what has caused the greatest discon- 
tent is the restrictions regarding coro- 
nets. The clause' stating that "no 
jewels or precious stones are to be -set 
or used in the coronets, or counterfeit 
pearls instead of the silver balls," 
came like a thunderclap to many, espe- 
cially to the dames who had already 
had their blazing diamond circlets pre- 
pared. 


It is now definitely settled that only 


the king and queen and the Duke and 
Duchess of Cornwall will wear jeweled 
coronets. All other coronets are to be' 
of silver gilt, caps of ruby velvet with 
ermine lining and having a gold tassel 
on top. The baron's coronet will have 
six silver balls on the rim, the vis- 
count's sixteen, the earl's eight, with 
gold strawberry leaves between the 
points; the marquis' four silver balls 
and four gold leaves alternately aud 
the duke's eight gold strawberry 
leaves. 
/ 


If peeresses cannot wear jewels on 


their heads they evidently plan to do 
so on their bodies, and all London 
jewelers are now busy making over 
and resetting heirlooms. Pearls, sap- 
phires and emeralds are to be the fa- 
vorite stones. Ropes of pearls are to 
be worn from the shoulders as though 
fastening the velvet ruby robes, some- 
,what the same way in which Queen 
Alexandra wore them at the opening 
of parliament. 


Contrary to expectation no nev 


crown will be made for the queen. 
King Edward's crown is to be slightly 
enlarged, but it will undergo no other 
modification. His majesty on this 
eventful day will appear before his 
subjects in the same elaborate robes 
worn by his granduncle, George IV. 
This costume consists of three parts. 
The most important is the "dalmatica," 
or imperial robe. It is a three corner- 
ed mantle forming an inverted "ST" 
and fitting very closely about the 
&houlders. All over it are small em- 
broidered crosses. 


Beneath it is worn the "stipertunica," 


a sort of short pelerine having sleeves 
of gold cloth embroidered with gold 
flowers. Above both dalmatica and 
supertunica is worn the "armilla." 
which is also of gold cloth, but has a 
deep ermine border. It is placed on 
the king's^houlders by the archbishop 
of Westminster, who exhorts his maj- 
esty to see in this mantle "a pledge 
of divine grace enveloping him com- 
pletely."

"For a persistent, indefatigable and

AUTOMOBILE NOVELTIES. 


Interesting Features Seen In the 


Recent Show at New York. 


Probably the lightest electric vehicle, 


which was also one of the novelties of 
the recent automobile show at Madison 
Square Garden, is a graceful runabout 
for town and light country use, says 
the New York Times. It weighs only 
S75 pounds, a distinct revelation to 
many who have believed that electric 
vehicles as a rule weighed more than 
machines of equal horsepower in gaso- 
line or steam. This new electric car- 
riage is equipped with the new Exide 
battery, consisting of twenty cells, and 
is capable of a run of forty miles on a 
single charge at a maximum speed of 
fourteen miles an hour. 
In appoint- 


ments this light roadster is nil that 
could be desired, being finished in rich 
black, with seat panels, shutters and 
running gear in red and the hubs of 
nickel. 
The same company showed 


another serviceable electric runabout, 
but made for heavier touring purposes, 
weighing 1,673 pounds and also equal 
to forty ariles with one charge. 


Another novelty is a new style of 


wheel, being in brief a wheel within a 
wheel. Pneumatic tires, being between 
the hub and the outer rim, take up the 
bounce and vibration, and the outside 
tire is of hard rubber, so there is no 
danger of puncture. The hub is un- 
usually large and is fitted with interior 
sliding places so arranged that they 
slip when an obstruction is encounter- 
ed, forcing the pneumatic tires to take 
the jar. By this method it is claimed 
that the rider feels no jar of any kind, 
no matter how rough the roads may be 
over which lie is traveling.

From It. 
A new -system of operating electric 


street railways, which piomises to rev- 
olutionize the busings aud do away 
with the dangerous and unsightly trol- 
ley wires and pole*, has been invented 
by an plectrleinn «f Milbury. Mass.. 
says a Boston dispatch to the St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. It consists of a row 
of square iron, boxes imbedded in the 
street between the tracks and fed by an 
underground current, ingeniously cut 
off when not in use ami the power tak- 
en up by a shoe on the car. The boxes 
may be placed at a distance of ten feet, 
if desired, and it has been illustrated' 
that there is no danger to horse or man 
in crossing or coming in contact with 
them. 


For several months experiments have 


been going on in the vicinity of the car 
barns of the Milbury and Blackstone 
electric road in Milbury, where a long 
piece of track has been laid and an 
equipment of iron boxes placed between 
the rails, surrounded with half a dozen 
kinds of paving and street construction 
materials. Ko one was let into the de- 
tails of the affair until the other day, 
owing to the fact that all the patents 
applied for had not been granted. 
Scores of street railway men and elec- 
tricians have thoroughly investigated 
the system while it has been in opera- 
tion. In every test made it has proved 
its success, and all the railway men 
have been convinced upon investiga- 
tion that the new system of under- 
ground power is a marvel of inventive 
genius and certain to revolutionize 
street railroading. 


Instead 
of 
feeding the 
current 


through overhead wires this system 
feeds it through an underground wire 
into a cast iron box, which is covered 
with manganese steel, insulated there- 
from. One end of this cover is slightly 
elevated and rounded, but when set 
into the pavement is in no way an im- 
pediment to travel. Within this box is 
a sheet of copper, imbedded in a slate 
backing at one end of the box. In the 
center of the-box and extending toward 
the opposite end bent at right angles 
and inserted into a pressed steel arma- 
ture rests a solid block of insulation. 
The top of the r armature lies within an 
inch or so below the underside of the 
cover of the box 


Underneath (the car^a long shoe is 


strung, to which, is attached at regular 
intervals, in .gaiss,.-magnets wound for 
500 volts. . Attached to -the ,sboe - are 
plates of nonmagnetic steel which are 
movable and used as the contact shoe 
and susceptible to nnevenness or rise 
and fall necessary to always come in 
contact with the boxes. When the cur- 
rent is on, the armature in the box is 
drawn up in contact with the cover of 
the box in such a-way as to make a 
contact and with a sufficient surface 
to allow the carrying of 300 or more 
amperes, if required, into the motor of 
the car. 


When a car is immediately over and 


the shoe is in contact with the pro- 
jecting part of the box, the boxes and 
shoe are then alive, but as soon as the 
car passes from over said point the 
armature yields and drops by gravity 
to its normal condition, resting upon 
the block of insulation. 


The cost of the construction depends 


entirely upon the number of boxes and 
amount of feed wire used to the mile. 
The road now in operation in Milbury 
is constructed with a car shoe 21 feet 
long and with the boxes 10 feet apart. 
In large cities", ho,wever, it is thought 
that It •would be 'more practicable to 
have the boxes within 5 or 6 feet and 
use a shoe of 8 or 10 feet The cost of 
constructioa is much less than the trol- 
ley system or even the third rail sys- 
tem, and there is less danger, as the 
boxes through which the power is de- 
rived are alhe only when a car is over 
them. 


One of the tests made was to set the 


brakes on a car containing thirty pas- 
sengers and then apply the power, and 
to the surprise of the electricians and 
railroad men who were present the car 
moved off with ease. It has been dem- 
onstrated that a car can be run up a 
grade of 5 per cent with 100 passen- 
gers when all the brakes are set, wnich 
is considered a remarkable test of the 
strength of current supplied through 
the boxes on the ground.

France to Send Her Youth to 


ica. For Technical Education. 


'•AVe realize that America now leads 


the van in industrial progress," said M. 
Bouquet, head of the technical instruc- 
tion department in the ministry of com- 
merce, the other day at Paris. ''She i« 
far ahead of England, Germany and 
ourselves in organization and methods 
of work. 
v 


"Hitherto we have been sending engi- 


neering students to Germany, England 
and Belgium, but the minister of com- 
merce, M. ilillerand, has come to the 
conclusion that the field which offers 
the greatest profit for their study is the 
United States. He has therefore resolv- 
ed to concentrate his efforts there. 


"A few students will still be sent to 


European countries to study special In- 
fiu°:ti'ic?, but for general technical edu- 
cation they will go to the United States, 
where they will be able to study under 
competent guidance that audacity, in- 
ventive genius and marvelous organiza- 
tion which have lifted the industrial 
world of America above those of her 
European rivals. 


"A central bureau or college will be 


established at Philadelphia or in Chica- 
go, with a director and two snbdirset- 
ors who will be fully acquainted v, 5th 
the working of the various industries 
under their guidance. The students will 
examine works specially chosen for su- 
perior methods and the newest plants. 


'•The step we are taking ought not to 


excite suspicion, as it is really homage 
to the United States. "The students will 
not go to discover industrial secrets, 
but to finish their education, and before 
the scheme is put into execution we 
shall ask the co-operation of the Ameri- 
can government and the leading Ameri- 
can industrial concerns. 


"The expense will be met partly by a 


parliamentary grant and partly by sub- 
scriptions raised among the French 
chambers of commerce, the industrial 
associations and the big industrial con- 
cerns of this country. Many encourag- 
ing promises have already been re- 
ceived. We hope the scheme may be 
carried out early next year."

Yuan Shi Kai, who succeeds Li Hung 


Chang as viceroy of Pechili, is the best 
appointment that could have been 
made from all China, according to Mr. 
Rockhill, the special commissioner of 
the United States at Peking. He is 
about forty-five years of age and came 
originally from the province of Hunan, 
where he began his public career as a 
military officer, says a -Washington dis- 
patch to the Xew York Tribune. 
He 


was made minister to Korea and for 
many years ably defended Chinese in- 
terests in that troubled country. 
As 


governor of Shangtung he showed sur- 
prising ability in tranquilizing that 
dangerous province, while his gift for 
diplomacy wa's exercised' fully in "pre" 
venting friction between the turbulent 
population of the peninsula and the 
Germans when the latter were steadily 
encroaching from their original holding 
at Kiaochan on the north coast. As a 
military man Yuan showed bis ability 
by the organization of what is undoubt- 
edly the best military torce in China, 
and they were his troops that occupied 
Peking last September when the for- 
eign forces were withdrawn. 


^Vang "Wen Shao, who is made dep- 


uty viceroy of Pechili, is also a man of 
marked ability. Fortunately he always 
has been friendly to, foreign ideas and 
is not a reactionist. He was one of the 
grand secretaries of state and is at 
present one of the two ministers ap- 
pointed to form the new Chinese for- 
eign office, which will replace the 
tsung li yarnen. "Wang is a man of af- 
fairs and was himself a member of the 
tsung li yamen some years ago, besides 
having been director of mines and rail- 
ways, lie has been with the imperial 
court ever since it fled from Peking. 
The records show that he always has 
exerted his influence in the direction of 
reforms.

discovered that the Baby mine of the 
Pocahontas Colliery company at Po 
cahontas, Va.. was on fire, ari alarm 
was sent in and the fire company re 
sponded promptly. 
In a very short 


time after the fire fighters had reach- 
ed the mouth of the mines and wer? 
attempting to extinguish thp flames, 
some of the firemen and others hav- 
ing rushed inside of the mine to ascer- 
tain the extent of the trouble and to 
assist miners entombed therein, a IPI- 
rific explosion occurred and 
many 


miners and other persons were in- 
jured, five fatally. 


The list of dead so far recovered is: 


Louis Woolwine, John Bernhart. Will 
Montgomery, M. D. Koontz. Hungarian 
named Urico. Woolwich, Montgomery 
and Koontz were killed while attempt- 
ing to reach and bring out a body. 


Twenty-five persons have been res- 


cued, all more or less burnt, some ser- 
iously and perhaps fatally. The killed 
were carried to their homes in wag- 
ons, 
and all the physicians in Poca- 


hontas have been' busy attending the 
injured. One or two other explosions 
have followed, and others are hourly 
expected. The mine is still burning, 
and clouds of smoke are constantly 
issuing from its mouth. The fan has 
now been stopped, and as soon as pos- 
sible to do so the mine will be re- 
entered with hope of extinguishing 
the fire. It is supposed that' the mines 
faught fire from a defective electric 
light vire.

The circuit court will qonv'ene in spe- 
cial term Monday and a grand,, jury 
will be empaneled to considsi^-Rath- 
bun's case. 


Deputy Sheriff Chjchester, who rep- 


resents Fred Sehi4ter, sberfff*of Pu- 
laski county, Ark., and the Metropoli- 
tan Life - Insurance 'company, said: 
"Mrs. Rathbun accounted for the mis- 
take of identification in calling Good- 
man 'her darling' by saying she only 
glanced at the body. Later, when she 
said it was not her husband, she said 
she was sorry she had not examined 
the body more closely. 


"I know of several _ eases where 


Rathbun made to a number of women 
in Little Rock the same proposition 
Miss Corinne Pryor says he made to 
her. 
Miss Pryor, whom Rathbun ap- 


proached, is one of the most estimable 
women of the city. 
She will swear 


that Rathbun asked her to join him in 
the insurance swindle, and I shall 
probably introduce her as a witness 
when the case is tried in Jefferson- 
ville." 


Rathbun became tired of being in- 


terrogated and turned questioner him- 
self, first asking, "How is my wife?'' 
Deputy Chichester of Little Rock 
said Mrs. Rathbun was well. Rathbun 
expressed his pleasure. When refer- 
ence was made to his wife tears show- 
ed in Rathbun's eyes. He asked Chich- 
ester to take the following message 
to her: "Everything looks dark for 
me. I will be with you some day." 
The prisoner could no longer restrain 
his feelings. He cried and brushed 
away the tears with his coat sleeve.

TWAIN'S SIMPLE CURES 


Mark Recommends Watermelon 


For Dysentery. 


TELLS HOW TO CUBE BALDHESS

Mark Twain entertained the Fellow 


Citizenship Association of the East 
Side House Settlement to New. York 
the other night by-reading one of his 
stories to its members. The associa- 
tion is an organization which aims to 
bring into a common bond of fellow- 
ship persons of all classes.' The ambi- 
tion is somewhat idealistic; but, de- 
_spite the difficulty of the situation, 
Mark Twain dug out a story which fit- 
ted the case, says the New York Sun. 
The moral of the tale he read was that 
nothing is impossible if you only go 
about it in the right way. It was inev- 
itable, of course, that Mark should de- 
part now and again from his text and 
make what are theatrically known as 
"asides." 


Part of his story dwelt upon the ef- 


ficacy of watermelons in cases of dys- 
entery, and that led the humorist, still 
adhering to the moral of the piece he 
was reading, to describe how almost 
incurable ailments might be overcome 
by simple remedies, if you can only 
find them out. Running his hand 


' through his own bushy crop of silvery 


hair, he maintained that no one need 
•be bald if he would only subject the 
top of his head to a very simple but 
effective treatment. 


"Some years ago," he said, "my hail- 


began to fall out. I knew at the time 
a man of about seventy years who had 
a very thick mop of hair. I asked him 
what the secret was, and he told me to 
just plow my scalp with a hard brush. 
Well, I tried his advice, and I have not 
lost a single hair in eleven years. 


"People make a mistake in using so 


called restorers. Some of them try 
without avail every liquid they come 
across which js -contained in a bottle 
labeled 'hair' something or other. Just 
such a man was a minister I once 
knew in Hartford. He was passing 
. through his wife's room one day when 


he saw a bottle on her dressing table 
with the word 'hair* on it He grab- 
bed it, saturated his scanty white locks 
with it and went to bed. He awoke 
next morning to find his hair a bright 
green. The bottle contained hair dye 
and not a hair restorer. He had to 
preach that morning and found the 
task somewhat embarrassing because 
his congregation seemed to take more 
interest in his hair than in his sermon. 
He got into that predicament by re- 
fusing to take the advice I gave to' 
him."

T-hen Mark Twain went on-to give 


away gratuitously a remedy for heart- 
burn. 


"For eight years," he explained, "I 


was troubled -with indigestion which 
took the form of an insurrection in my 
stomach^fter I went to bed. Various 
things -which I had eaten and which I 
thought were good things got to quar- 
reling. "While this warfare was going 
on I happened to get to a place in 
Sweden where there was no drug 
store and where I could not get car- 
bonate of soda, which I found usually 
smothered the heartburn. 


"While I was in this out of the way 


place the heartburn • came on in the 
middle of the night, and I thought to 
myself that I would have to stand for 
it. In my pain I stretched myself on 
my left side and threw out my arms. 
Singularly enough, the pain passed 
away. I thought it was an accident, 
but after turning over on my back 
•and getting up a heartburn again 
just for the satisfaction of the thing 
I found that lying on the left side 
actually did bring relief. When I got 
back to London, I asked the secre- 
tary of the Royal Medical society why 
this was, but he didn't know, so I per- 
suaded him to question some of the 
great doctors with whom he came in 
contact. 


"He asked doctor after doctor about 


the mystery, but none of them could 
enlighten him, and at last he spoke to 
the celebrated Sir William Thompson. 
Sir William, after thinking a moment, 
said: 'Why, yes. I've heard about that 
remedy, but I had not thought about 
it for fifty years since. In fact, I was 
a student in Germany. I suffered then 
from an attack of heartburn, and an 
old village farmer told me to lie on my 
left side. 1 did so and got quick re- 
lief, but I had forgotten all about it 
and have continued to treat my pa- 
tients with sand.'" 


One more cure Mark gave to his audi- 


ence free of charge. Watermelon, he 
asserted, would always drive away 
dysentery. If one slice didn't take ef- 
fect, then take a second and a third. 
No matter how serious the case was 
three slices, he insisted, would cure it. 


"And yet," he added, "although wa- 


termelons are so efficacious in dysen- 
tery, in the civil war signs were hung 
up threatening with punishment any 
one who carried watermelons into a 
camp where this disease prevailed. If 
watermelons had been brought into 
those camps, thousands of men who 
died from dysentery would have been 
saved." 


Canaries With R** Feather*. 


M. Bourez, a canary breeder of Paris, 


has found a method of producing red 
canaries, according to the Chicago Rec- 
ord-Herald. The color is obtained by 
feeding the parent birds on finely 
ground cayenne pepper, which gradual- 
ly changes the color of the feathers. 
M. Bourez has already produced a red- 
dish, orange colored bird and hopes In 
time to get a brilliantly red bird. - 


A FILIPINO HUMORIST.

States and Cuba which would admit 
sugar from that island at a low cus- 
toms rate. The interests of Hawaiians 
in this respect,- they declared, are 
identical with those of the beet sugar 
growers of the west and the cane 
sugar producers of the south, and they 
expect to join with them if the matter 
should come to an issue during the 
approaching session of congress. The 
delegation Subsequently called upon 
Secretary Gage and discussed with 
the labor situation in the Hawaiian 
Islands. The sugar plantations, they 
told the secretary, were becoming less 
productive .each year because of the 
planters' inability to secure desirable 
labor. The solution of the question, 
as the delegation viewed it, was the 
free admission, to the islands of Chi- 
nese at least for a time, as they were 
the best laborers among all those who 
had been tried on sugar plantations.

' Captain K, D. Mayo rf£ Muskegon, 
Mich-.. T^ill make a peiilous Toyage in 
his strange life saving device .from 
Chicago to Muskegon the latter part of 
November in order to demonstrate 
practically the merits of the boat, says 
the 3X 
Tew rork Times. The craft with 


Which he will make the trip will be 30 
feet in length and 6 feet in diameter 
and is tb& one which has been shown 
in the exhibition of boats at Havre, 
France, this summer. 


The captain expects to make the 


translake journey in two days provid- 
ing he has favorable weather. He will 
take with him an oil stove to keep 
warm and will be amply provided with 
provisions in^ case he is delayed by j 
storms. He will make the trip alone. 
The Mayo life device is cone shaped 
and is a boat within a boat. The in- 
side boat is on pivots, which enable It 
and its occupants to remain right side 
up no matter how much the life craft is 
tossed about by the elements. The boat 
acts on the principle, of a log in. the sea, 
rolling lengthwise with the waves, 
while inside the occupants are shelter- 
ed from the storm. 


There are devices for preventing any 


water from entering the outside shell 
while air circulates freely. The boat 
can be propelled either by sails or oars. 


Pension* For Bank Employee*. 
Plans providing lor a pension fund 


for aged employees of the Fourth 
Street National bank in Philadelphia 
were favorably passed upon at a meet- 
ing of-the board of directors of that in- 
stitution tlie other day, says the New 
York Times.
